The Communist deputy, M. Cor- 
navin, started the ferment bv _ his 
revolutionary declarations, “The Rus 
sian fleet, like the Russian Army, is 
intended to come to the aid of the 
forthcoming proletarian revolution,” 
was one of his exclamations. 

After alluding to the other “offen- 
thut was seeking power “bv 
violence,” M. Herriot turned toward 
the Communists and said: 

“There are too many foreign Com 
munists in France who forget their 
duty to the country that has given 
them asylum. They are indulging in 
political demonstrations, and we 
Will not tolerate it. we will not let 
them meddle in our political life.

And 
we have to realize that 10 o'clock 
on a November morning in France 
is very different from the same time 
in India, or in northern Russia. We 


also have to remember that we get. 


much finer lighting effects than were 
possible when some of the older 
operas were written and must take 
advantage of them. The original 
score of ‘Aida’ calls for curtain-rise 
on a dim stage without moonlight. 
Then the singers come out and after- 
ward there is a moonrise, bui by that 
time the audience has its attention 
concentrated on the singers . and 
scarcely notices, scenic effects. So 
now we-have the curtain rise on a

Ed Moore did not start cut 
any boyhood ambition for an artistic 
career. He wanted to be an elec- 
trician and, living in Chieago, he 
was sent to Armour Institute for 
his technical training. But ne soon 
found himself specially interested in 
lighting problems and after just 
enough work at other jobs to 
able to claim himself an ‘“experi- 


enced” man, he got into the Hippo- | 


drome in New York where the elec- 
trical work was quite to his taste. 
And he certainly took to the show 
business with its constant demands 
for new effects, its constant ‘acing 
of emergencies. 


Fight years ago the Chicago Opera | 


Cempany sent for him and he has 
been in charge of their electrical de- 
partment ever since. It is an all- 
vear-round job for him and for six 
of his men.

(Special Correspondence)-—Manches- 
ter has been the scene recently of 


an exhibition and conference in con- 
nection with the campaign against 
smoke in British cities. The con- 
ference was organized by the Smoke 
Abatement League, which is the pro- 
vincial counterpart of the London 
Coal Smoke Abatement Society. 

The Lord Mayor of Manchester. 
who opened the exhibition, made the 
'striking statement that the difference 
| between the cost of washing ordjnary 
domestic clothes in Manchester and 
Harrogate amounted to £259,000, this 
enormous difference be'ng due al- 
moat entirely to the excess of smoke 
in Manchester. 

Further, the Manchester people 
rarely got the joy and advantages of 
the direct ravs of the sun, as they 
were intercepted by the perpetual 
canopy of smoke. He favored more 
official oversight: in one town with

Its pages. were carefully dried and | 
the sermons thoughtfully read. John | 
Murray's teaching contained in it so, 
impressed the people of Province- | 
town, that, to quote an old record. | 
“On February 6th, 1829, a respectable | 
number of the inhabitants held a 
meeting at Mr. Enos Nickerson's| 
School House for the purpose of | 
forming a society for religious wor- | 
ship.” and so came into being the. 
Christian Union Society. | 

When the first meeting house was | 
built, following their usual course in 
shipbuilding the Provincetown folk ; 
apportioned their building into eight- | 
feth shares, which were sold to 
defray the expense. On the sub-! 
scription rolls appear the names of | 
45 men and one woman. | 


Years of Growth 
The first minister called to preach 
for the new church withdrew after 
Officiating at one service because the | 
name “Christian Union Society’ | 
failed to indicate faith in the dov-, 
trine of trinitarianism.

standing such strong sectarian feel-| 
ing, the little society progressed, 
steadily, so that in 1847 it became 
necessary to erect a larger church, 
and thus it occurred that the present 
building, described by Robert H. 
Schauffier in his book, ‘Romantic 
America,” as “the finest colonial 
church on the Cape, if not in New: 
England,” came into existence. | 

Provincetown is a crowded little. 
town. The people seem always to! 
have been adverse to leaving the 
narrow strip of land between the) 
harbor and Town Hill, and so when. 
the street lots were filled, instead of | 
going back to the moors they built 
‘new houses between streets, on the 
back lots and in the vegetable gar- | 
dens. These houses still remain, to! 
this day, reached only by narrow by- 
paths. It is characteristic of the| 
town that failing to obtain suitable, 
street frontage, the church built its | 
meeting house in a back lot, at the} 
rear of two dwellings, providing for | 
entrance by means of the regularly | 
accepted quaint little jbypath. 

In recent years, however, the con-. 
gregation has succeeded in having, 
the houses removed, so that now the 
full beauty of the exterior may be 
seen and admired. 

The building is surmounted by a 
beautifully designed tower built ac-. 
cording to plans by Sir Christopher 
Wren. The interior decoration is an/| 
Italian fresco, done by Carl G.)

Dur- 
ing many. vears of collaboration and 
friendship, Mr. Ford and Conrad had 
discussed the writing of biographies, 
und had agreed that a biography 
should be a novel. The author's own 
definition of his work is, on the 
whole, more satisfactory. It is, he 
declares, his impression of a writer 
who avowed himself impressionist. 
It a matter of fact. a series 
of brilliant pen-portraits, always 
impressionist, which make no 
attempt to explain or describe Con- 
rad, beyond the immediate, vivid im-, 
pression they made upon the artist. 
Always. we see Conrad through the 
eyes, through the prejudices and 
svinpathies, of Mr. Ford: in fact. we 
might call this as much an impres- 
Sion of the writer as of his subject;

He never catches 
up to the tortoise. There, speaking 
broadly, we have the classicist point 
of view. It denies movement 
change and the iilusion of progress. 
The modernist Achiiles can never 
catch up the classical tortoise. 

Two books published recently by 
the Oxford University Press (Lon- 
don: Humphrey Milford), “A Survey 
of Contemporary “Music” by Cecil 
Gray and “The New Music" by George 
Dyson, confirm directly and _ indi- 
rectly the obvious fact that the mod- 
ernist is slackening his pace. Achilles 
is looking round to see how the tor- 
toise is getting on. Indeed, Mr. Gray 
in his postface declares that so far 
from being a new movement or a 
new tendency. modernism consists 
in the reversal of old standards, not 
in the creation of new ones.

It is certain that Fauré’s orches- 
tral compositions are not his most 
characteristic works, and of them 
this overture, heard here under the 
svmpathetic baton. of Mr. Rabaud, fs 
perhaps the least effective.

ELIN WEINGARTNER loves his 

Classics above all; and no more 

authentic and reverent reading 
can be imagined of Beethoven's or 
Schubert's symphonies than his. His 
essentially romantii disposition 
roams treely in his Berlioz interpre- 
tations and in his performance of 
Weber's “Freischiitz” overture. This 
last piece, and Beethoven's equally 
hackneyed “‘Eroica,’ were the trump 
cards of his first Philharmonic pro- 
grai of the season, 
C major symphony that of the second 
concert. 

Around these masterpieces Wein- 
built an attractive, it 
none too deep, program of novelties. 
Vittorio Rieti’s Concerto for wind 
instruments and orchestra had been 
heard at the Prague International 
Festival; but its freshness of inven- 
tion and frolicsome hilarity were 
never more delightful than on this 
occasion, for Weingurtner made it 
a little virtuoso piece of brikliancy. 

The remaining novelties were of 
lesser weight, but pleasing within 
the limits of thefr importance: a 
symphonic poem, ‘Andalusia,’ by 
Lamote de Grignon, the Barcelona 
composer-conductor, which makes 
use of Span'sh dance rhythms; and 
a “Romantic Phantasy” by Friedrich 
Engelbrech, a member of the Phil- 
harmonic orchestra, which builds 
solidly upon the firm foundations 
laid by Wagner and Richard Strauss. 

While Vienna’s established favor- 
ites among the conductors are leav- 
ing the city, or preparing their de- 
parture, there is an influx of new 
conductors.

and to this end many of- 
ficial agencies have co- 
operated. It must have been produced by cows 
kept under certain specified hygienic conditions, 
It must have been handled in methods that kept 
it free from dirt or contact with harmful sub- 
stances. The precise amount of cream that 
must remain in it after it has gone through 
the separator is fixed by law. State and mu- 
nicipal legislation and inspection is supple- 
mented by the endeavors of great semlIpublic 
“foundations” which draw on their wealth to 
see that the physical food of babes shall be kept 
pure and healthful. Except for this ceaseless 
vigilance, this essential article of diet would 
suffer in its quality because of the human de- 
mand for cheapnéss and for profit. 

About the time the milkman delivers at the 
back door his morning’s milk, the newsboy 
leaves the morning newspaper at the front door. 
The paper is the fruit of widespread human en- 
deavor. Some hundreds of men, many of them 
of high degree of intellectual attainments, have 
-o-operated to produce this sheet of eighteen or 
twenty pages. News has been collected in all 
quarters of the earth and sent speeding through 
the air, over the wires or along cables under the 
sea. Statesmen have been besieged with ap- 
peals to elucidate matters of international im- 
portance——and criminals besought for signed 
statements of how they came to adopt crime.

The greatest movements of capital and of in-. 


dustry are painstakingly reported—and_ the 
least savory divorce case of.a degenerate stage 
elaborated with equal zest. 

There has been no official test to determines 
whether this food for the mind has been kept 
pure and wholesome. No state or municipe! 
law prescribes how much of the cream of com- 
mon sense and decency must be left in the 
newspaper. No one, except those who manu- 
facture it for profit. is concerned to see that it 
brings into the home no germs of evil or of 
diseased imagination. So far from being held 
scrupulously aloof from any contact with filth, 
it is in too many instances filled with filth 
painstakingly collected and set forth for the 
contamination of the minds into which it 
enters. For the crime of poisoning the minds 
of a whole city there is no penalty: for that 
of poisoning a single body the penalty is swift 
and terrible. 

And yet to debauch the mind is an offense 
more criminal, when rightly regarded, than the 
poisoning of the body. For into the mind thus 
deprived of the protection of truth and right- 
thinking the belief in evil, in sin, disease and 
death enters readily. “To be carnally minded 
is death,” the Bible says, and it is too often the 
study of the daily newspaper of today to exalt 
the carnal mind, and to cater to its worst In- 
stincts. Like the tree of the knowledge of good 
and evil in Eden, the sersational newspaper 
offers fruit that is pleesant to the eves, is a 
tree to make one wise, but out of the eating 
thereof proceed uncounted evils to curse man- 
kind. And against this subtler form of poison- 
ing, destroving the integrity and the harmony 
of the mind, are arraved none of those precau- 
tions and inhibitions with which society guards 
mere bodily food. 

There is, therefore, the more reason that 
individuals should guard themselves and their 
families by closing their doors against the ad- 
mission of noxious reading, as they would close 
their kitchens against tainted food. What 
shall it profit a family if its milk be pasteurized 
and its mental food poisoned? Yet the same 
vigilance which compels the one can avert the 
other. If that vigilance shall be exercised, if 
it be made clear to newspaper publishers that 
they shall not be permitted to make protits by 
discreditable methods denied to the purveyors 
of food, the front door will be as securely 
guarded against the entrance of pestilence as 
is the kitchen door today. | 

Already there is a notable tendency among 
publishers toward a more restrained and less 
sensational type of journalism. As readers bv 
their wiser choice of the more carefully edited 
newspapers make publishers see more clearly 
that profits lie on the side of clean journalism, 
the number of papers of that cheracter will 
multiply. 

Journalism may be either a food or u 
potson. The choice rests largely with the read- 
ers who support the newspapers. If thev apply 
Principle to their selection of reading as thev 
follow it in their dailv walk and conversation, 
they will not only protect their homes, but im- 
measurably help those who are. striving to 
make the newspaper an educational institution.

and that conditions actually warrant it. Even 
the Secretary’s political adversaries probably 
would rather believe than disbelieve it. But 
perhaps some of them, anxious as thev may 
be to see this forecast verified and its hopeful 
promise realized, will take exceptions to the 
method employed by him in arriving a 
prognosis. For it will be noted that Mr. Mel- 
lion's view is based, according to his own ad- 
mission, “on the .repudiation of various theo- 
rles inconsistent with economic laws,” and the 
indorsement of what he terms a program 
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his. 


constructive handling of the affairs of the Gov- 
ernment, given by the people at the last 
election. 

Secretary Mellon, showing that he is not 
indulging in mere speculation, points out, with 
some particularity, the progress made in read- 
justing the economic and industrial machinery 
of the United States during the post-war period. 
The promise of future prosperity and growth 
he finds in the wise decision of the American 
people to continue the methods - which have 
already been proved sound and workable. He 
recommends no new or experimental processes 
of government. Ie advises continued adher- 
ence to the program adopted by “the great 
majority of the people,” interpreted by him 
as one of “hard work, economy, and sound poli- 
cies.’ Showing how effective has been an ad- 
herence to such methods in the last four years, 
Mr. Mellon pointed to the fact that during that 
period the per capita tax on citizens of the 
United States had been cut from $54 to $27, or 
exactly one-half, 

AS was expected, Mr. Mellon devotes strong 
arguments in support of his plan for a still 
greater reduction of income taxes and in de- 
fense of his contention that a stop should be 
put to the issuance of tax-exempt securities 
by states and municipalities. He adheres un- 
equivocally to his expressed view that so long 
as the Government continues to exact a high 
surtax the possessors of large fortunes will 
continue to evade the federal levy by investing 
their. wealth in tax-exempt paper. 

The view expressed is clearly defensible. 
There cannot be that material progress which 
seems essential to the welfare of the people of 
the United States and of the world without a 
development of the latent industries and the 
employment of all who seek work. Progress 
is never realized through an exercise of the 
power to tax or to penalize initiative. The 
need is for a greater encouragement of industry 
and initiative. Mr. Mellon observes that where 
the risk involves the investment of capital, the 
probable rate of return must compensate for 
the risk. Tle condemns that policy of the law 
Which provides that those who accept this risk 
must pay their losses in full; while their gains, 
if any, must be shared equally with the public. 


Parker Gilbert, the 
agent-general for reparation pavy- 
ments, who has started 
his work in Europe with 
the greatest possible 
energy, that the levving 
of 26 per cent on Ger- 
man importations into 
England and into 
France must be brought 
into consonance” with 
the Dawes report, is undoubtedly correct. The 
Dawes plan, as it was accepted at London, laid 
down the annuities which Germany should pay. 

Both France and England levied upon Ger- 
Many this 26 per cent tax. The machinery 
Which was adopted was that the German im- 
porters should be paid by the English or French 
purchasers only 7-4 per cent of the agreed price: 
the English or French purchasers were to pay 
the remaining 26 per cent to the treasuries of 
their respective countries, and were to obtain a 
receipt which should be handed to the German 
importers. The German importers, in their turn, 
were to present these receipts to the German 
Government, which would reimburse the differ- 
ence between the stipulated price and the price 
received, to the German sellers. Thus the allied 
governments would be paying themselves, the 
allied purchasers and the German importers 
would not be out of pocket, and the liability 
would finally fall upon the German Exchequer. 

The system has many advantages. It genu- 
inely transfers a certain amount of money to 
kngland and to France without upsetting the 
exchanges, since the French and British pur- 
chasers pay their Treasuries in their national 
money, and the German Treasury pays the Ger- 
man sellers in its national money. 

If the 26 per cent levy 15 to remain operative, 
it is clear-that the expense cannot fall upon 
German shoulders. unless it comes in some way 
from the German annuity. That is precisely, 
without prejudice to the merits of the svstem of 
levy, without prejudice to anything that might 
be said concerning the encroachment of allied 
countries on the prerogatives of the agents who 
are carrying out the Dawes plan, what Mr. Gil- 
bert proposes. He proposes that Germany shall 
no Jonger reimburse directly the holders of 
British or French Treasury receipts. That will 
be his duty as agent-general, in agreement with 
the transfer committee. He will take the pro- 
ceeds of the annuity, and out of the annuity will 
reimburse any claims which under the head of 
reparations may be made upon Germany. 

All this appears to be perfectly clear and 
sound, and there does not seem to be any reason 
for the outcry which was made when Mr. Gilbert 
took his decision. The guiding rule which is to 
be borne constantty in mind is that German pay- 
ments under the head of reparations should be 
simple, single and inclusive, and that the collec- 
tion for themselves by other countries must be 
from the funds controlled by the agent-general, 
and not from some source outside those funds. 


The contention of Mr. 
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Friends of President Coolidge, reassured by 
the action of the people of the United States in 
unreservedly commit- 
ting the administration 
of national affairs to 
him for four additional 
vears, have expressed 
not only the hope, but 
the firm belief, that he 
will bring about’ ab- 
solute enforcement of 
the prohibition law. By 
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absolute enforcement 


they do not imply a condition in which there . 


will be no violations of the law. They mean, 
clearly, that measure of enforcement which 
marked for many vears the administration of 
the revenue laws under which the liquor traffic 
was legalized or condoned on thetheorv that evil 
could be more easily regulated than destroyed. 

The action of the President in bringing about 
the summary dismissal of a United States dis- 
trict attorney in his home State, Massachusetts, 
when it satisfactorily appeared to him that this 


official was hindering or delaying the prosecu- 
tion of those accused of violations of the law, 
may be regarded as a service of notice on fed- 
eral prosecutors everywhere that they must, if 
they continue to act, lend sympathetic aid -in 
carrying out the program of enforcement. It 
does not appear affirmatively that the Massa- 
chusetts prosecutor was either more or less 
derelict in the performance of his official duties 
than officers in other jurisdictions. Perhaps he 
has been no more indifferent than some others. 
But it does appear that President Coolidge is 
committed to an effort to drive the intrenched 
and defiant violators of the law out of business. 

Jail doors are gaping to receive their own. 
The guilt of these offenders is beyond question. 
ven they boast of their unlawful acts and 
flaunt in the faces of decent people the filthy 
lucre which has come to them through their 
criminal practices. The need has been for just 
such courageous and definite action as the 
President indicates his determination to take. 
Great progress has been made in enforcing the 
law, but there must be a more thorough prose- 
cution of the guilty. 

A federal attorney who is not in sympathy 
with the Administration’s program in this re- 
spect is not qualified, ethically, to hold that high 
Office. Delays and the extension of clemency 
will not bring the results desired. The violators 
of the law are, for the most part, those who will 
not respond if it is attempted to temper justice 
with merey. They have offended openly, hop- 
ing to escape just punishment by methods as 
culpable as those employed in carrying on their 
Outlawed trade. The sooner they learn that 
they have no friend at court, the sooner will 
they abandon their evil practices.

in scope. Conceivably, government music mav 
be broadened until, in something more than of- 
ficial connotation, it becomes national; indeed, 
all the possibilities, artistic, financial and me- 
chanical, considered, it may easily make -its 
bounds of influence as wide-as the United States 
of America, both map and people. 

Mrs. Coolidge’s idea has been described as an 
effort to combine an exhibit to the eve with one 
to the ear, and to let the whole thing stand as 
a public benefaction. The purpose of Mrs. Cool- 
idge, in other words, was to perpetuate the 
record of the Berkshire Festival of- Chamber 
Music, which she has been sustaining since 
1918, and to place in possession of the Govern- 
ment not only primary visual evidence of the 
autumn meetings held at Pittsfield, Mass., but 
also, what counts for more, true aural reveal- 
ment of them. Accordingly, she offered the 
sketches and autograph scores of the Berkshire 
prize pieces, along with a set of concerts illus- 
trating Berkshire activities, to the Library of 
Congress. <As for the head of that institution, 
Herbert Putnam, he seems to have been con- 
vinced of the propriety of the offer. For he 
accepted everything; and in due order he had 
the manuscripts put on show in the corridors 
of the Library, and he arranged for the chamber 
music programs to be performed before an in- 
vited audience in the auditorium of the Freer 
Gallery of Art. 

To glance at the question of Government 
music in general, groups of persons have ap- 
proached congressional committees from time 
to time, in an endeavor to obtain favor for a 
national conservatory; and whatever response 
they may some day receive, they have only sue- 
ceeded in having bills introduced and in being 
granted hearings on their projects. They went 
to get something, and they are still waiting. 
Mrs. Coolidge, quite the contrary, went to give 
something and she was not kept waiting a 
moment. She may fairly be said to have moved 
the Berkshire Temple of Music from South 
Mountain, Pittsfield, to the Mall in Washington, 
and to have maintained it there in its simple 
beauty for a day. The success of her experi- 
ment could, imaginably, lead her to desire to 
move it there to remain. After that, nothing 
is needed but the radio, and a series of annual 
Government concerts of the highest quality, 
popularized to the farthest extent, is set in 
operation. 
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Editorial Notes 

Police Commissioner Wilson of Boston is de- 
serving of hearty support in connection with 
his recommendations to the Massachusetts 
Legislature for drastic amendments to the state 
firearms law. No one can justifiably claim that 
he is making an effort to overrule the provision 
of the Constitution of the United States that 
“the right of the people to keep and bear arms 
shall not be infringed,” because his campaign 
is directed solely against concealed weapons. 
Jn the furtherance of his aim Mr. Wilson urges 
that the advertising of firearms by mail order 
houses be prohibited, and that the sale of a 
firearm to any person who has not received a 
permit from the authorities, be forbidden. 
Surely no right-minded citizen can take excep- 
tion to such an obvious effort to safeguard 
the lives and welfare of the community. 


Now that Kentucky’s anti-gossip law has been 
put to the test and taken definite toll in the form 
of a fine imposed upon a farmer’s wife who, it 
is claimed, had asserted, in the presence of wit- 
nesses, that the police of Owensboro were “‘fifty- 
fifty with bootleggers,” it will certainly behoove 
Kentuckians to mind their p’s and q's as never 
before. This law, passed at the last session of 
the Legislature, provides that gossip shall be 
looked on as a misdemeanor, and imposes a fine 
of from $10 to $100 and from 10 to 50 days in 
jail on any person found guilty of making or 
circulating false reports. One smiles at the 
thought of such a law, but if only one-half of 
the tragedies which have had their origin in 
slander and scandal could have been avoided,

Oriental Strength in the Pacific

Papeete, Tahiti, Society Islands. 

The wave of Oriental migration eastward is breaking 
high upon the shores of the Pacific islands until, like the 
advance of a slow but resistless tide, it is spreading 
through the business and the commerce and the pract’cal 
activities of the whole of Polynesia. Yet it is difficult to 
grasp its size or to appreciate its significance except af 
close range. ‘To the world, thousands of miles away 
across the great Pacific. it is discernible only as a dis- 
tant ripple holding no forecast of a possible overwhelm- 
ing flood. 

Yet here in the Society Islands, crossroads of the 
eastern Pacific, there is a situation, In respect of the 
Chinese, even more striking than that which is develop- 
ing out of the preponderance of the Japanese in Hawaii 
And it illustrates even more. forcibly the fact that the 
trend of the Pacific racial movement is to spread the 
Oriental over the islands of Polynesia, as well as of 
Micronesia, until his ever-in¢reasing’ numbers will ulti- 
mately establish in the great ewstern sea an empire of 
the vellow races. And perhaps no racial migration in 
history is receiving so little notice from the world, not- 
withstanding that the international trade of the future 
seems iltogether likely to center about the Pacific.

The trade dominance of the Chinese in the French 
islands, of which Papeete is the busy capital, is strik 
ingly illustrative of such outstanding characteristics of 
the race as its ready adaptability, its pertinacity, and its 
tortoise-like but indomitable quest toward a definite ob 
jective. That objective here tn Tahiti is commercial su- 
premacy, the inevitable precursor of economic and politi- 
cal, if not of social and moral, dominance And the 
progress which the Chinese have made toward the 
achievement of their goal here in the eastern Pacific, 
the history of the race in these ‘slands shows, is a sig 
nificant chapter in the Jong record of race migrations. 
Nor does it lack its elements of romance. 

There are today nearly 4000 Chinese in the Society 
Islands. Their forbears were brought here in 1864, under 
contract to labor upon a cotton plantation whose head- 
quarters were in London. It was the old question of 
cheap labor; and the result is not unworthy the atten- 
tion of the already opulent sugar planters of Hawaii who 
for the last decade have been urging the American Gov- 
ernment to admit Chinese into the Territory. in order 
that laborers mav be secured who will work for even less 
than the dollar-a-day wage now vouchsafed th: Japanese 
and Filipinos and Portuguese. 

In 1873 the bottom fell out of the South Sea 
cotton market: and while the French Government 
endeavoring to .rrange for the repatriation of the Chi- 
nese, influential white residents c* Tahiti urged that the 
Orientals be permitted to stay as free laborers, household 
servants, and so on, chiefly on the ground that Polynesian 
labor is uncertain and lacking in enthusiasm.

So, then. the Chinese being no longer under contriuct 
to anybody, most of them proceeded to inaugurate sma! 
business enterprises, little market gardens. unpretentious 
shops, laundries and fruit stands. And as the years went 
by the Caucasian found himself hoist by his own petard. 
The business of his community was in the handsgof the 
Chinese. Kiven the laborers soon became employers of 
their own countrymen, and also of Polynesians. 

Moreover, a higher commercial class in China was 
not long in noting the trend of affairs; and its repre- 
sentatives had scarcely arrived in Tahiti ere the vanilla 
market, then the most important in the world, was in 
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New York, Dec. 6. 
A cargo much too prosaic to tempt Jules Verne or 
any of his successors has just been salvaged off the coast 
of Chile. It was not gold. but wheat, which had lain 
under 200 feet of water in the hold of a sunken ship. the 
Cape Horn, since 1869. One of those engaged in the 
salvaging, Federico Clark, director-general of the Tele- 
phone, Telegraph and Electric Service of Santiago, Chiie 
arrived here this week on the Santa Elisa and told ot 
the experience. The purpose of refloating the schooner 
Was to get her cargo of 600 tons of copper, which, Mr. 
Clark said, had brought a profit of $100,000. The wheat, 
however, made a valuable addition to the salvage. for it 
was found not to have been damaged in the least by its 
half-century at the bottom of the sea, and had been sent 
on to be ground at the mill.

The toy markets not only of the United States but of 
India, Japan, China, Palestine, Cuba, Canada and vir- 
tually all European countries, are at the beck of the 
American child for his Christmas presents. About $5,000.- 
000 worth, according to the Trade Record of the National 
City Bank of New York, will have been imported this 
year. The United States itself. however, is becoming one 
of the world’s toy-producing centers. Last year $56,000,- 
000 worth were manufactured in American workshops 
for the country’s voung consumers. This year, in addi- 
tion, the exports of the United States are expected to 
reach about $3,000,000. Such remote parts of the worid 
as Siam, Ceylon, the Philippines, Egypt, the African 
colonies, Jugoslavia, New Zealand and Australia, are 
among the Nation's customers, not to mention the original 
home of toy-making, Germany.

The unsettlement of the recent vears in China is 
bearing hard on the students sent to America on the 
Boxer Indemnity Fund. As the distribution of the funds 
to the students is carried out through the provtncial 
authorities, the situation varies according to the extent 
that the provinces have been affected by the lighting and 
the general depression. Though the funds are supposed 
to be used for this special purpose, the harassed provin- 
cial authorities only reply to the relatives of the students 
that there is no money, and what can they do? So far as 
is known, here in New York at least, no student has yet 
had to return for lack of funds, though the situation has 
had to be met by some sacrifices. Certain of the students, 
who have not received funds for as much as two years, 
are being supported by their families, while loans from 
one source and another. and some friendly help by the 
more fortunate students, have tided the others through. 
+ > > 
A law which has scarcely had to be enforced, and 
which possibly could not be enforced if a serious effort 
were made to question its constitutionality, is now bring- 
ing about the removal of the disfiguring signs and bill- 
boards in Adirondack Park Some 2000 of these have 
now been removed in accordance with this law, which the 
last Legislature passed to preserve the parks scenic 
beauty. The land there stands in a special relation to 
the State. for though some 3,000,000 acres are within the 
forest preserve, only about half of that is owned by the 
State. The law. however, is applied to the whole pre- 
serve, giving the conservation commission authority to 
remove any disfiguring signs except where they adver- 
tise goods for sale on the premises. The question of the 
law’s constitutionality hinges on the issue of the right 
of an owner to dispose of his private property as he sees 
fit. The forest rangers, representing the commission, 
however, acting with the owners of land in the park who 
appreciated its natural beauty, have done their work so 
tactfully that the owners have co-operated without taking 
a single case to court.

New York's budget for next year. notwithstanding the 
inflation of the war years, will be the largest in the city’s 
history, $398,954,228.29. It represents an increase over 
this year’s budget of $23,000,000, though this amount, it 
is pointed out, will be more than cared for by the in- 
creased valuation of property, which will bring an in- 
crease in revenue of $25,000,000.

The resolution 
adopted by those men in Chicago shows very clearky the 
trend of the times: in other words. t proclaims the 
progress which this world is makive toward that which 
is absolutely good and true | was just discussing the 
press and its general attitud® toward crjme a short time 
before getting this paper. Theretore, this” particular 
article made a strong impression on 

Until recently I was both directly and indirectly 
connected with crime and the criminal element. . There- 
fore I know by experience what a sordid and utterly 
disgusting problem crime is, and how delicately 
solution should be handlet. 

The question, therefore. why should the press 
of today, which is supposed to be the servant of the people 
and which we must admit is one of the greatest 
factors molding human opinion, thrive on such an in- 
sidious business as poisoning human minds? Why is it” 
necessary for newspapers to go into every minor deiail 
and relate time and time again to the public euch crime 
which occurs, trying to make the last one larger. more 
vicious and more horrible than the one which preceded it? 
Some of what are considered the leading newspapers of 
today give far more space and publicity to leadiug crimi- 
nals and their operations than they do to the worth-whi.e 
and the good things. There seems to be only one ex- 
planation for such a revolting state of affairs, greed, 
selfishness and the pride of power. 

But the day is eyentually coming, and when 
such journalism will pass away and be forsviten like allt 
other undesirable things. The bad must fail and tte 
good prevail. The Eighteenth Amendment! is a very fair 
cxample of this old axiom. The public should appreciate 
the stand your paper has taken, and be grateful for the 
good you are bringing to mankind, especially in the fleld 
of journalism.
